know this (ſaith he) is the moſt ſecret Myſtery in 
all our Philoſophy :. This fixed fire, as it hath. its 
original from the living Fire, ſo it hath a great 
Sympathy with it, for it wants it as an Aliment, 
which it continually attrats out of the Water aid 
Air, and converts it to its own Subſtance ; and
